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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-45 are restricted 
Election/Restrictions 
Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims1-23, drawn to a pharmaceutical composition, comprising 
micronized fenofibrate, a surfactant and a binding cellulose classified in 
class 424, subclass 489 

II. Claims 24, drawn to a method of preparing a composition comprising a 
neutral core and an active layer surrounding the neutral core, classified in 
class 424, subclass 489. 

III. Claim 25-26, drawn to an immediate release formulation comprising 
micfronized fenofibrate and a binding cellulose derivative, classified in 
424, subclass 456. 

IV. Claims 27-33, drawn to an immediate release fenofibrate composition, 
classified in class 424 subclass 489. 

V. Claims 34-45, drawn to a method of reducing food effect when treating 
hypertriglyceridemias in a patient, classified in class 514, subclass 49. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and II are related as process of making and product made. The 
inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) that the 
process as claimed can be used to make another and materially different product or (2) 
that the product as claimed can be made by another and materially different process 
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(MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case that the product as claimed can be made by 
another and materially different process (see US 5,545628 wherein the product is made 
by melting the excipients in which the fenofibrate is soluble, col. 2, lines 38-43). 

Inventions I and III are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that 
they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different designs, 
modes of operation, and effects (MPEP § 802.01 and § 806.06). In the instant case, the 
different inventions the invention of group I does not recite a neutral core and as shown 
in the US Patent 5,545628, the product can be made without having a neutral core. 

Inventions I and IV are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that 
they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different designs, 
modes of operation, and effects (MPEP § 802.01 and § 806.06). In the instant case, the 
different inventions the invention of group I does not recite a a neutral core and as 
shown in the US Patent 5,545628, the product can be made without having a neutral 
core, an active layer and an outer core. 

Inventions I and V are related as product and process of use. The inventions can 
be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the process 
for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different 
product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different process of 
using that product. See MPEP § 806.05(h). In the instant case the process for using 
the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different product, fatty 
acyl compounds having a polyunsaturated fatty acid as in US 6,667,064. 
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Inventions II and III and IV are related as process of making and product made. 
The inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) that the 
process as claimed can be used to make another and materially different product or (2) 
that the product as claimed can be made by another and materially different process 
(MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case the product can be made without having a 
neutral core (see US 5,545,628). 

Inventions II and V are related as product and process of use. The inventions 
can be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the 
process for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially 
different product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different 
process of using that product.

The related inventions are 
distinct if the (1 ) the inventions as claimed are either not capable of use together or can 
have a materially different design, mode of operation, function, or effect; (2) the 
inventions do not overlap in scope, i.e., are mutually exclusive; and (3) the inventions as 
claimed are not obvious variants. See MPEP § 806.05(j). In the instant case, the 
inventions as claimed have a materially different design (see US 5,545,628). 
Furthermore, the inventions as claimed do not encompass overlapping subject matter 
and there is nothing of record to show them to be obvious variants. 
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Inventions IV and V are related as product and process of use. The inventions 
can be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) the 
process for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially 
different product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different 
process of using that product. See MPEP § 806.05(h). In the instant case the process 
for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different 
product, fatty acyl compounds having a polyunsaturated fatty acid as in US 6,667,064. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required 
because the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their 
different classification, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required 
because the inventions require a different field of search (see MPEP § 808.02), 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
